Stalingrad Not Mentioned 


It was the first time in weeks that 


the name of Stalingrad did not ap- 
pear in the first paragraph of the 
Soviet communique. 


Some of the force of the German 


ittack was transferred to the Moz- 
dok area of the Caucasus where the 
nvaders have been trying to drive 


the Grozny oil fields. But the 


Russians struck back and recaptured 
defense positions from which they 
iad withdrawn earlier, the mid-day 
communique said. The fighting in 
:his area was described as stubborn. 


Soviet troops were reported ad-

Mechanic- Joe Speaking: 


The vibration damper which is 


found on many engines would helo 
any motorist to understand his en- 
gine a little better. ThLs damper is 
a small flywheel attached to the 


^ end of the crankshaft through 


some friction material, rubber or 
spring. 
When the shaft is given 


a sudden impulse its natural ten- 
dency is to wind up and thus de- 
velop what we recognize as vibration, 
but as this vibation damper slips it 
lags behind the shaft. That's just 
enough to damp out the vibration. 


' Sometimes a damper needs clean- 


ing and reassembly in order to do" 
its job properly. And/incidentally, 
don't forget that you don't get any 
tendency toward vibration unless 
the engine is suddenly accelerated.

he had received an "urgent request 
from the Quartermaster's Office in 
Washington." He said an Army of- 
ficer told him the handcuffs would 
be used on Axis prisoners "but did 
not specifically say German war 
prrsoners in Canada." 


Britain and Canada have started 


shackling 1.376 German war prison- 
ers in retaliation for the fettering 
or the same number of Empire pri- 
soners in German prison camps. 


Scott said he expected scores of 


other officers would add their hand- 
cuffs to the 150 pairs he declared 
already have been sent to a quar- 
termaster's depot in the east. The 
handcuffs were purchased by Pitts- 
burgh policemen at a cost of from 
$8 to $18 a pair. Scott added.

"Eyes have become a source of 


distraction to many war workers.

Burlingame. who lost his sight 


about 12 years ago. said prejudices 
are being broken down and blind 
people are now working shoulder- 
to-shoulder with sighted people as:

Assembly workers in war indus- 


tries, a grinder operator in charge 
of an intricate machine without a 
guard, shell casing assembly work- 
ers, machine operators, a circuit 
breaker and a drill press operator 
in addition to typists, stenographers 
and clerks. 


"That's only a start." he declared. 


"We have 200 capable craftmen who 
should be used in the war effort. 


"The blind always knew they had 


the ability to perform jobs equally 
as well as seeing people. Now the 
war is giving them a long-deserved 
chance to demonstrate their ability."

Joe Louis changes his mind—or 
Uncle Sam changes it for him— 
the greatest fistic career of this era 
is ended.

many experts rank him as the great- 
st fighter of all time, paused in 
Omaha yesterday to say casually 
hat his "fightin" days are over." 


He said it in the typical Louis 


way. without frills or drum-beating; 
he same way in which he dropped 
all the glory and financial success 
hat goes with the heavyweight 
ihamploaship to enlist in the United 
States Army as a prirate last Janu- 
ary.

Under proposed new plans, pay­ 
ments would be made on the fame 
e-ops, but farmers would be re­ 
quired to meet production goals for 
their products as well. Tile sub­ 
s',dies would be tier! to production 
programs which would be worked 
out for each individual farm. These 
ptograms would include allotments 
for the basic crops normally grown 
on the farm and production goals

London, Ort. 12 < AP)—Fresh out­ 
breaks of sabotage in occupied Nor­ 
way were predicted by Norwegian 
circles here today os the Germans 
lifted a state of emergency they 
lmposi*d in the Trondheim area last 
Tuesday after executing 34 alleged 
saboteurs and hostages, 
Far from stamping out rebellion, 
these circles said, the strong meas­ 
ures taken by the German* probably 
will serve only to provoke new out­ 
breaks 
‘ Undoubtedly,’’ one source who 
must remain anonymous declared, 
“the Gormans have aroused some of 
the Norwegians lit the Trondheim 
area who have been passive here­ 
tofore." 
Actually, it was saki. the lifting of 
the state of emergency will mean 
little because of the normal re­ 
straints imposed on the Norwegian 
population by occupation authorities.

"The Catholic religion is not like 


a best suit, to be put on on Sundays 
and laid aside the rest of the time. 
It. is an everyday religion and should 
be woven into everyday life. 
It 


should motivate all your activities 
and doctrines. Yes. if you are mark- 
ed as a Catholic, you will be criti- 
cized as a Catholic. 'If they perse- 
cute Me, so they will persecute you.' 
The Church is the mystical body of 
Christ, and you are-its-members. 
As the human body has some mem- 
bers which are more important than 
others, so has the mystical body of 
Christ, the Church, but the more 
prominent .members of the human 
body are no more important than 
the less. You are just as important 
members, and if Christ the Head 
was criticized, you may be sure you 
will be criticized and perhaps perse- 
cuted, and suffer for the love of 
Christ. 


Christ Faced Charges 


"What were the charges when 


Christ was tried before the throne 
of Pilate? First, trying to pervert 
the world; second, refusing to render 
tribute to Caesar, and third, trying 
to make Himself king. Christ did 
not try to pervert the world, he came 
to bring balm to souls, and to let us 
have life and have it more abund- 
antly. He did not refuse to render 
tribute to Caesar, but adjured the 
soldiers themselves to 'render unto 
Caesar the tilings that are Caesar's, 
and unto God the things that are 
God's. Christ did not try to make 
himself 
king, indeed the people 


wanted to seize Him bodily and 
make Him their king, but Hc stole 
away by Himself.

production, may be employed next 
year to obtain the largest possible 
ood output lor war needs. 


A new production-inducement role

ng made by the Agriculture depart- 
ment for its 1943 ''food-for-freedom" 
irogram. 
It is not known yet how much will 


>e available for such payments, 
ince the money must be appropri- 
ted by Congress. Officials said the 
.mount- might exceed $600,000,000, 
ncluding soil conservation and pari- 
y payments. In some past years 
iayments have totaled more than 
750.000,000. 


Would Meet Production Goals 
Heretofore, most of the payments 


vere made for cooperating with pro- 
luction control programs affecting 
otton, corn, wheat, tobacco, rice 
ind peanuts. A grower received 
naximum payments if he planted 
vithin acreages alloted him and 
arried out recommended soil con- 
erving practices. 
Under proposed new plans, pay- 


rents would be made on the same 
~ops, but farmers would bo re- 
quired to meet production soals for 
heir products as well. The sub- 
Idies would be tied to production 
programs which would be worked 
>ut for each individual farm. These 
piograms would include allotments 
cr the basic crops normally grown 
>n the farm and production goals 
'or one or more of such products 
as "hogs, cattle, milk, poultry, eggs, 
peanuts or soybeans for vegetable
